Important Supreme Court Decies len- 
. The Neted Woed Casce--1 New Trial 

Granted. 

We give,in our Supreme Court reports 
this morning, the full text of the decision in 
the case of Myron D Wood, convicted of 
seducing Mise Emma Chivers. 

The court below refused a newtrial. The 
Su reme Court, by a divided bench, reverse 
the lower court and grant a new trial. The 
accused was convicted in two separate trials 
in the Superior Court, and thus gains a third 
trial, 

Judge McCay and Judge Trippe favor the 
new trial on the general theory that a mar- 
ried man cannot lead an intelligent young 
unmarried woman to her ruin by a promise of 
marriage. Chief Justice: Warner, on the con- 
trary, thinks that inability from marriage to 
repair the injury of seduction *aggravates the 
offense. And he‘dissents.
